Among other things it 
proposed to provide the company with 
power to build telephones, telegraphs, 
tramways, power works and to carry 
on ageneral manufacturing and mer- 
chandizing business, as well as to ac- 
quire the property, stock or control of 
any other elevator company or to make 
any agreement with any other com- 
panies for the purposes of their busi- 
ness as grain dealers. Clauses 16 pro- 
vided for a pooling arrangement. It 
provided that the company might enter 
into and carry into effect any arrange- 
ment for joint working, in business or 
in sharing of profits or for amalgama- 
tion with any other company. 
The bill on its second reading, 
pretty severely criticized, but notwith- 
etanding that the private bills com- 
mittee reported it to the House. When
